This information is obtained by members of the 
SCFC by reading reports of the House Committee on ^-American 
Activities and communist newspapers and publica tions They 
ascertain the names of former CP members and determine dates 
InfpSces of meetings advertised in these "J^***^ 
tions. SCFC members then observe and occasionally photograpn 
Persons attending these meetings and ^cord their 1 
numbers . These\umbers are checked through the department 
of Motor Vehicles, Sacramento, California, for a fee, and in 
some instances when needed quickly, an undisclosed individual 
obtains the Department of Motor Vehicles check locally in 
Los Aneeles. In other instances, the trash of suspected 
communist! is examined for incriminating literature or mail.

In some instances, this information is given to the employer 
of the suspected communist in the hope that the employee will 
be fired. Mower and his organization members feel that all 
communists should be jailed or deported. 



Mower stated that the SCFC has "under one thousand 



members," and he did not give the exact membership. This 
organization is made up of units, councils, major councils, 
and the advisory board, which is the highest body. The 
members are required to pay $4 per month dues, and they nav 
Dennis Patric Mower as the president and Robert Erwin as th 
vice president. Troy Haughton of San Diego, California, a 
"Minutemen" leader, is a member of the advisory board of th 
SCFC, and Mower supplies Haughton with all information ob- 
tained by the SCFC. 

During the interview with Mower, Agents observed 
a shot gun in the corner of his living room and a P - .3o 
Luger pistol on a table. 



Mower stated that he feels Federal investigative 



agencies are harrassing "patriotic organizations such as 
the "Minutemen" and the SCFC while communist organizations 
are allowed to operate freely. 



Mower furnished a copy of a mimeographed leaflet, 



"Dear Friend: 

"When the Federal Bureau of Investigation was 
formed many years ago, its function was the investi- 
gation of criminals and subversives. However, in 
the last 4 or 5 years, the Bureau seems to have 
focused its investigations and harrassments not on 
criminals or subversives, but on patriotic organiza- 
tions such as our own (SCFC), the Minutemen and the

"Herald of Freedom (to name just a few), thus leav- 
ing dedicated Marxist agents, such as Lee Harvey- 
Oswald, free to assassinate our president and sub- 
vert our American way of life . 

"The man primarily responsible for this change in 
policy is Not John Edgar Hoover, Director of the 
FBI, rather, bis superior, the Attorney General of 
the United States, now Nicholas Katzenbach, and 
Katzenbach's immediate predecessor, Robert Kennedy. 

"Being a patriotic American dedicated to the re- 
establishment of Constitutional government, you may 
possibly be subjected to questioning and harrass- 
ment by the FBI or similar, cooperating agencies, 
Since this possibility exists, we suggest the follow- 
ing precautions for your own safety: 

"1. DO NOT BE QUESTIONED IF AT ALL POSSIBLE. 

"2. Whether or not you are under arrest, you 
need answer only the questions necessary 
to establish your true identity. 

"If you feel that it is beneficial for you to talk 
with Federal Agents, (and usually, it is not!), here 
are some suggestions for your own protection: 

"1. Have more witnesses on your side than the 
nember of FBI agents present. 

"2. Don't talk in their office. Talk only 
on territory of your own choice. 

"3. If at alL possible, have legal counsel pre- 
sent. If not possible, confer in advance 
with an attorney. 

"4. Make detailed noted on the interview. 

Give them to your Unit Leader or to your 
assigned Area Contact Man, who will in 
turn forward them to headquarters.

"5. DO NOT EVER ADMIT MEMBERSHIP IN 

SCFC, OR ANY COOPERATING ORGANIZATION. 

"6. Remember, the less you say, the 
safer you will he . 

"Another thing to keep in mind is that many FBI 
agents are very deceiving. They will quite often 
ask several questions to which they already know 
the answers in order to see if your are being truth- 
ful with them. 

"Another of their tactics is to infer that they know 
far more about a specific subject than they actually 
do, hoping that you will verify as fact what, untix 
then, was only a presumption. They sometimes do 
this by 'dropping' names of other patriots, to 
observe the reaction on the person being questioned. 
When doing this, they employ the Communist tactic 
of 'guilt by association.' 

"FBI investigations are very thorough. The Bureau 
has a large budget and thousands of agents, both 
men and women. The Bureau can afford to assign as 
many agents as necessary to an investigation, it 
makes extensive use of both 'aids' and informants. 
Remember these points when talking with any Federal 
agent. 

"We very much regret having to make any such suggest- 
ions, but recent actions by SOME agents have made 
it necessary. 

"During these times of turmoil and betrayal, we must 
reaffirm to ourselves our motto: 

' THE WAGES OF SIN IS DEATH 1

In view of MOWER'S position with the captioned group 
and their policy in regard to interviews with Bureau Agents, 
no further interviewes with MOWER will be conducted unless 
he voluntarily appears at the Los Angeles Office, at which 
time he will be interviewed by two Agents. 

The Bureau will be kept advised of activities of 
the captioned organization, and contents of the LHM will be 
submitted with the next Los Angeles report concerning the 
"Minutemen. "

MOWER was employed by Poor Richards ^pk Shop, 5^03 
Hollywood Boulevard, Hollywood, California. MOWER is the 

founder and president of the Southern c S ll ^ r Si? n ^^° m p fl1if . nrnlfl 
Councils (SCPC), Post Office Box 9721, North Hollywood, California. 
JOSEPH RAYMOND CAREY is the former Vice President of this group. 

The SCPC obtains intelligence information from a 
group known as the "Minutemen" (see appendix) and Passes it on 
to other groups such as the John Birch Society. Membership 
in the SCFC is secret in nature. , 

MOWER first met JOSEPH RAYMOND CAREY about two years 
ago when they were both employed at Poor Richards Bo ? k .fhop 
in Hollywood, California, and had been closely associated with 
one another since that time. /

On March 16, 1965, DENNIS PATRICK MOWER, age 19, 
13136 Vanowen Street, North Hollywood, California, „was 
interviewed and he furnished the following information: 

Several years ago he was very active in a Young 
Republicans political club in the Los Angeles, California, area 
and frequently visited the Poor Richard's Book Shop, Hollywood, 
California, where he became acquainted with NEWTON ARMSTRONG, 
a student at San Diego State College, San Diego, California. 
ARMSTRONG was later found hanged in his residence with his 
hands tied behind his back, and MOWER felt that ARMSTRONG had 
been a victim of the communist conspiracy and not a suicide as 
determined through police investigation. 

MOWER then decided he would do all in his power to 
expose communism and organized the SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA FREEDOM 
COUNCILS (SCFC) with himself as President. This organization is 
active throughout Southern California in identifying known and 
suspected members of the Communist Party (CP) and its affiliates 
and in supplying this information to such organizations as the 
"MMUTEMEN." 

This information is obtained by members of the SCFC by 
reading reports of the House Committee on Un-American Activities 
and communist newspapers and publications. They ascertain the 
names of former CP members and determine dates and places of 
meetings advertised in these communist publications. SCFC 
members then observe and occasionally photograph persons 
attending these meetings and record their license numbers. 
These numbers are checked through the Department of Motor 
Vehicles, Sacramento, California, for a fee; and in some 
instances when needed quickly, an undisclosed individual 
obtains the DMV check locally in Los Angeles. In other instances, 
the trash of suspected communists is examined for incriminating 
literature or mail. In some instances this information is given 
to the employer of the suspected communist in the hope that the 
employee will be fired. MOWER and his organization members 
feel that all communists should be Jailed or deported.

PATRICKTMOWER* as 'President and ROBERT JERWIN (phonetic) as the 
Vice^Pxesident. TROY HAUGHTON, of Sari piego, California; a- 
""Minutemen" .leader, is a member of the Advisory Board of the SCPC 
and MOWER/ supplies HAUGHTON, with all information obtained by &/1 
the.

During this interview with MOWER, agents observed a 
shot gun in the corner of . his living room and a P. 38 Luger 
pistol on a table. 

MOWER made the remark that he feels Federal investigative 
agencies are harrassing "patriotic organizations" such as the 
"Minutemen" and the SCPC, while communist organizations are 
allowed to operate freely. 

MOWER stated that he is not a member of the "Minutemen" 
organization and could not furnish any information concerning 
its membership or organizational structure.

On July 24, 1964, and April 7, 19^5, IC 



caused a search to be made of the arrest records of 
the Los Angeles Police Department, which disclosed the 
following: 

DENNIS PATRICK MOWER was arrested on February 23, 
1964, on the charge of Deadly Weapon Control Act. He was 
arrested with a .38 caliber revolver and two knives in a vehicle 
(not concealed). Disposition of this arrest was shown as 
"District Attorney reject felony," and "City Attorney refused 
misdemeanor complaint." 

On June 23, 1964, MOWER was arrested by the Van Nuys 
Detectives of the Los Angeles Police Department on a misdemeanor 
warrant on a battery charge. Bail was set at $110.00. No 
disposition was indicated. 

On July 7, 1964, MOWER was arrested by the Van Nuys 
Detectives on a misdemeanor warrant on a battery charge. Bail 
was set at $110.00. No disposition was indicated. 

On July 22, 1964, DENNIS PATRICK MOWER received a 
traffic citation, number 7177079 for the violation of "overtaking 
at a railroad crossing." Disposition was shown as $17.00 
ticket paid." 

On December 16, 1964, DENNIS MOWER was arrested by the 
Los Angeles Police Department on suspicion of robbery. MOWER 
was stopped for having no tail lights. This Police Department 
found parts for a .38 revolver and a box of shotgun shells in 
his automobile. In his wallet were business cards for the 
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"Minutemen" organization and the SCPC of which MOWER was shown 
as the founder and president. Disposition was not indicated.

LITERATURE DISTRIBUTED BY THE SCFC 

On March 16, 1965, MOWER furnished the following two page 
leaflet which is as follows: 

"SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA FREEDOM COUNCILS 
Post Office Box 9721 
North Hollywood* California 
January , 1965 

"Dear Friend: 

"When the Federal Bureau of Investigation was formed many years 
ago, its function was the investigation of criminals and 
subversives. However, in the last 4 or 5 years, the Bureau 
seems to have focused its investigations and harrassments not 
on criminals or subversives, but on patriotic organizations 
such as our own (SCFC), the Minutemen, and the Herald of 
Freedom (to name just a few), thus leaving dedicated Marxist 
agents, such as Lee Harvey Oswald, free to assassinate our 
President and subvert our American way of life. 

11 The man primarily responsible for this change in policy is NOT 
John Edgar Hoover, Director of the FBI, rather, his superior, 
the Attorney General of the United States, now Nicholas 
Katzenbach, and Katzenbach's immediate predecessor, Robert 
Kennedy. 

"Being a patriotic American, dedicated to the re-establishment 
of Constitutional government, you may possibly be subjected to 
questioning and harrassment by the FBI or similar, cooperating 
agencies, since this possibility exists, we suggest the 
following precautions for your own safety: 
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"1. DO NOT BE QUESTIONED. IF AT ALL POSSIBLE. 
2. Whether or not you are under arrest, you need 
answer only the questions necessary to 
establish «your true identity. 

"If you feel that if is beneficial for you to talk with Federal 
Agents , (and usually, it is not!), here are some suggestions 
for your own protection: 

1. Have more witnesses on your side than the 
number of FBI agents present. 

2. Don't talk in their office. Talk only on < 
territory of your own choice. 

3. If at all possible, have legal counsel 
present. If not possible, confer in advance 
with an attorney. 

4. Make detailed notes on the interview. Give 
them to your Unit Leader or to your assigned 
Area Contact Man, who will in turn, forward 
them to headquarters. 

5. DO NOT EVER ADMIT MEMBERSHIP IN SCFC. OR ANY 
COOPERATING ORGANIZATION. 

6. Remember, the less you say, the safer you 
will be. 

'Another thing to keep in mind is that many FBI Agents are very 
deceiving. They will quite often ask several questions to 
which they already know the answers, in order to see if you 
are being truthful with them. 

'Another of their tactics is to infer that they know far more 
about a specific subject than they actually do, hoping that 
you will verify as fact what, until then, was only a presumption. 
They sometimes do this by "dropping" names of other patriots, 
to observe the reaction on the person being questioned. When 
doing this, they employ the Communist tactic of guilt 'by 
association' . 

■FBI investigations are very thorough. The Bureau has a large 
Budget and thousands of agents, both men and women. The Bureau 
can afford to assign as many agents as necessary to an 
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investigation. It makes extensive use of both 'aids* and 
informants. Remember these points when talking with any 
Federal agent. 

"We very much regret having to make any such suggestions, but 
recent actions by SOME agents have made it necessary. 

"During these times of turmoil and betrayal, we must reaffirm 
to ourselves our motto:

On August 14, 1964, a meeting of the "Minutemen" 
organization was held at Knights of Columbus Hall, 14450 
Valerio Street, Van Nuys, California. DENNIS MAUERY (phonetic) 
was master of ceremonies. TROY HAUGHTON spoke of the aims 
and purposes of the "Minutemen" organization. He stated that 
if there were an invasion by the communists this organization 
would assist the militia; if the communists obtained control 
of the Government by means of ballot, this organization would 
go underground and fight the invaders. If the communists 
started rioting in the United States, they would "eliminate" 
the leaders. 

A film was shown at this meeting on the subject of 
Korea and "brain washing."

MOWER advised he is the President of the SCPC, sponsor of this 
speech and he told newsmen he "will fight" the cancellation but 
did not say how. A telegram was sent to DENNIS MOWER, 
notifying him of this cancellation according to Me lodge 
Grand Counselor.

MOWER'S APPEARANCE ON TELEVISION 
LA T-4 (10/29/64) 

DENNIS MOWER, 13136 Vanowen, Apartment A, North 
Hollywood, was a guest on the JOE PYNE Show, Channel 11, on September 
12, 1964. MOWER represented himself on this show as the 
organizer of what he called the patriotic "intelligence" 
organization called the SCPC. MOWER stated that the purpose 
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of his group was to infiltrate "left wing" organizations. 
MOWER cited examples of such organizations as the Congress 
of Racial Equality (CORE) and the National Association For 
Advancement of Colored People (KAACP). MOWER declined to 
give the location of his group headquarters , but did say the 
membership amounted to over 200 able-bodied young men, some 
of whom (ages 35 to 40) are currently on active duty with the 
Armed Forces. MOWER furnished telephone number HO 6-73^7^ 
for those interested in obtaining additional information about 
joining this group. MOWER stated his group exchanged 
information with TROY HAUGHTON, the "Minutemen" representative 
from San Diego, California.

The "Minutemen" was organized in June, i960. Its 
present headquarters are Norborne, Missouri, and ROBERT B. 
DE PUGH, Norborne, Missouri, is the national coordinator. 
Statements by DE PUGH and literature distributed by the 
organization indicate its purposes to be the resistance and 
exposure of the spread of Communist influence within the 
United States j for the formation of guerilla or underground 
organization to c ombat the troops of any foreign powers which 
might eventually occupy this country; and resist passage of 
laws which would regulate private ownership of firearms. 

The Kansas City Star Newspaper, has on numerous 
occasions, carried various articles concerning DE PUGH and 
the "Minutemen" wherein it was stated that members of the 
organization participate in maneuvers utilizing guerilla 
tactics with machine guns, mortars, grenades~and other 
firearms . 

On January 30, 1964, DE PUGH stated the "Minutemen" 
as an organization does not buy or store arms or ammunition. 
He said the individual members of the organization maintain 
arms and ammunition, which is their constitutional right.

In June, 1965 DENNIS P. MOWER was identified as 
picketing in opposition to a demonstration held 
at the Dominican Republic Consulate in Hollywood, 
California, sponsored by the W. E. B. Du Bois Clubs 
and other groups. MOWER passed out business cards 
of the Southern Calif ornis Freedom Council (SCFC) 
at this demonstration. In August, 1965 MOWER was 
arrested by the Vice Detail, North Hollywood Division, 
Los Angeles, California, Police Department for lewd 
conduct. In August, 1965 MOWER reportedly had ordered 
ten medals engraved resembling an iron cross with the 
words, We Shall Never Surrender." Toll* and long- 
distance telephone calls made from MOWER'S nohpubllshed 
telephone number set forth.

On June 5, 1965 a picket line demonstration was 
held at the Dominican Republic Consulate , 6331 Hollywood 
Boulevard, Hollywood, California, sponsored by the W. E. B. 
Du Bois Clubs (See Appendix), Students for a Democratic 
Society, Young Socialist Alliance (See Appendix), Committee 
to End the War in Vietnam, and the Socialist Party. The 
purpose of this picketing was to protest the U. S. intervention 
into the Dominican Republic's recent change of government. 
DENNIS P. MOWER was identified from a photograph as picketing 
in opposition to this group. The individual identified 
as MOWER was- observed passing out business cards of the 
Southern California Freedom Council (SCFC), Post Office 
Box 9721, North Hollywood, California.

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APPENDIX 
"MINUTEMEN" 



The "MINUTEMEN" was organized in June, I960* Its 
present headquarters are Norborne, Missouri, and ROBERT B. 
DePUGH, Norborne, Missouri, is the national coordinator. 
Statements by DePUGH and literature distributed by the 
organization indicate its purposes to be the resistance and 
exposure of the spread of Communist influence within the 
United States; for the formation of guerilla or underground 
organization to combat the troops of any foreign powers which 
might eventually occupy this country; and resist passage of 
laws which would regulate private ownership of firearms. 

The Kansas City Star Newspaper, has on numerous 
occasions, carried various articles concerning DePUGH and 
the "MINUTEMEN" wherein it was stated that members of the 
organization participate in maneuvers utilizing guerilla 
tactics with machine guns, mortars, grenades and other 
firearms. 

On January 30, 1964, DePUGH stated the "MINUTEMEN" 
as an organization does not buy or store arms or ammunition. 
He said the individual members of the organization maintain 
arras and ammunition, which is their constitutional right. 
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W.E.B. DU BO IS CLUBS OF AMERICA 

A source advised on October 26-27, 1963* a conference 
of members of the Communist Party, USA (CP, USA), including 
national functionaries, met In Chiago, Illinois, for the 
purpose of setting in motion forces for the establishment of 
a new national Marxist-oriented youth organization which would 
hunt for the most. peaceful transition to socialism. The 
delegates to this meeting were cautioned against the germ of 
anti-Soviet and anti-CP ideologies. These delegates were also 
told that it would be reasonable to assume that the young 
socialists attracted into this new organization would eventually 
pass into the CP itself. 

A second conference of over 20 persons met in Chicago 
on December 28-29, 1963, for the purpose of initiating a "call" 
convention to be held in June, 1964. 



A second source has advised that the Pounding 
Convention for the new youth- organization was held during 
the period of June 19-21, 1964, at 150 Golden Gate Avenue, 
San Francisco, California, at which time the name W.E.B. 
DuBois Clubs of America was adopted. Approximately 300 
delegates from throughout the United States attended this 
convention. The aims of this organization, as set forth in 
the preamble to the constitution, are: "It is our belief that 
this nation can best solve its problems in an atmosphere of 
peaceful co-existence, complete disarmament and true freedom 
for all peoples of the world, and that these solutions will 
be reached mainly through the united efforts of all democratic 
elements in our country, composed essentially of the working 
people allied in the unity of Negroes and other minorities 
with whites. We further fully recognize that the greatest 
threat to American Democracy comes from the racist and right 
wing forces in coalition with the most reactionary sections 
of the economic power structure, using the tool of anti- 
communism to divide and destroy the unif ied struggle of the 
working people. As young people in the forces struggling 
for democracy, we shall actively strive to defeat these 
reactionary and neo-fascist elements and to achieve complete 
freedom and democracy for all Americans, thus enabling each 
individual to freely choose and build the society he would 
wish to live in. Through these struggles we feel the American 
people will realize the viability of the socialist alternatives." 

APPENDIX CONTINUED 
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W.E.B. DU BO IS CLUBS OP AMERICA 

The constitution further states this new organization 
shall he a membership organization open to individuals or, if 
five or more people so desire, a chapter can he formed which 
shall in turn he guided by the policies and principles of the 
parent organization. 

The second source advised in April, 19&5* the 
headquarters of the organization continues to be located at 
19531 McAllister Street, San Francisco, California. 

Both sources have advised that at the Pounding 
Convention two officers were elected: Philip Chapin Davis - 
President } Carl Ellenger Bloice - Publications Chairman. 

A third source advised on October 26, 1962, 
Philip Davis attended a CP recruiting class held at 
1579 Scenic Avenue, Berkeley, California. 

A fourth source advised that Carl Bloice, reporter 
for the "People's World," was, on April 3* 1964, elected to 
the newly organized San Francisco County Committee of the CP. 

The "people's World" is a west coast communist 
newspaper published weekly in San Francisco, California.

The May, I960, issue of the "Young Socialist" ("YSA), 
page 1, column 3, disclosed that during April 15-17, i960, a 
national organization entitled "Young Socialist Alliance" (YSA) 
was established at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. This issue 
stated this organization was formed by the nationwide supporter 
clubs of the publication "YS,". 

The above issue, page 6, set forth the Pounding 
Declaration of YSA. This declaration stated YSA recognizes 
the Socialist Workers Party (SWP) as the only existing political 
leadership on class struggle principles, and the the supporters 
of the "YS" have come into basic political solidarity with the 
SWP on the principles of revolutionary socialism. 

A source advised on May 1, 1965, that the original 
YSA was an organization formed during October, 1957, in 
New York City, by youth of various left-socialist tendencies, 
particularly members and followers of the SWP. The leaders 
of this group were the guiding forces in the establishment of 
the national organization. 

The source further advised on May 7, 1965, YSA is 
dominated and controlled on a national basis by the SWP through 
having SWP members comprise exclusively the National Executive 
Committee (NEC) and through an official SWP representative at 
all YSA NEC meetings. The YSA, in reality, is the youth and 
training section of the SWP and the main source of new SWP 
members . 

The headquarters of the YSA is located in Room 631, 
41 Union Square West, New York City. 

The SWP has been designated pursuant to Executive 
Order 10450.
